Washington, February 19.—The 
American people must continue to pay 
axes on automobiles and theater ad- 
missions. The tax on estates of the 
wealthy also will be retained, 

These were the outstanding points 
in the agreement on the tax bill 
reached by senate and house conferees 
Friday, which sliced the reduction 
from $452,000,000 provided in the 
senate bill to $381,000,000 for this 
year and $343,000,000 ‘for next year. 
The original house bill cut taxes 
$327,000,000. ; | 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, announcing 
the agreement, said the revenues could 
stand the cut provided in the final 
compromise and would not cause a 
deficit at the treasury. 

Meet Again Today. 

The conferees will meet Saturday 
to go over the agreement to perfect 
any errors. Their report will be sub- 
mitted to the house Monday and acted 
upon there Tuesday. It will be pre 
sented to the senate Wednesday, and 
Senator Smoot said- he would ask ag¢- 
tion there on the same day. 

“The agreement reached Friday pro-- 
vides for retention of surtax redut- — 
tions provided in the senate bill on 
incomes between $25,000 and $100,- 
000, which were below those voted by 
the house. 

Retention of the estate tax, with @ 
20 per cent maximum rate and an 80 
per cent credit to states as voted by 
the house, with an increase in the ex- 
emptions from $50.000, provided by | 
the house, to $100,000. The 25 per | 
cent rate of the 1921 estate tax law 
was made to apply to taxes still dve 
under the 1924 act, which provided a 
rate of 40 per cent. thus giving 15 
per cent reduction under this retro- 
active section. 

A tax on automobiles, 
and parts of 3 per cent. 


under the present law is 5 per cent. 

A tax on all admissions to theaters 
and athletic games of 1 cent on 10 
cents, and a tax on club dues over $10 
annually. The conferees, however, - 
raised the exemptions on admission 
from 50 cents to 75 cents, as provided 
by the senate finance committee. 

Repeal of the capital stock tax of 
$1 per $1,000 and increase of the cor- 
poration tax from 121-2 per cent 
under the recent law to 13 per cent in 
1926 and 131-2 per cent thereafter.

Chicago, February 19.—(4)—The 
army air service “is not nearly so bad 
off as some of its critics, and some 
who claim to be its friends, would 
lead one to believe,””’ Major General 
Mason M. Patrick, its chief, told the 
Executives’ club today.

Sharp Differences. 

“There have been some rather sharp 
differences of opinion about our aerial

differences flows from the concep- 
tions that different men may have of 
the independence of an air force dur- 
ing war time. The decision rests with 
congress, which will probably take its 
stand somewhere between the extremes 
of the enthusiasts and those who eall 
themselves conservatives.’’ 

Urging the need of governmental 
subsidy of aviation for commercial 
purposes, he said:

The 
best index of flying safety lies in the 
insuranee rates. By boat or rail in- 
| surance rates for freight are 60e¢ per 
S100) and by air they are 121-6 per 
$100. That differeace is partiy due 
to the lesser theft risk. Accident fig- 
ures show flying today is six times as 
safe as ly was five vears ago. 

“The state and federal governments 
seek to aid and control automobile 
traffic through licensing and read 
building. Something like this must 
be done for air transportation. It 
cannot stand alone. 

“Man has never yet tried ont rapid 
travel, and nbandoned it when he 
found it practical. Airplanes are gu- 
ing to be used, and it is up to the 
business man to determine how.”

Under regular order, 
only two hours of debate would have 
been allowed on the measure when it 
is brought up in the house Tuesday, 
Abolition of Board. 

Abolition of the railway labor board 
anc creation of machinery for volun- 
tary settlement of labor disputes 
through boards of adjustment and 
mediation, with final appeal to an 
emergency board to be appointed by 
the president, are provided in the 
measure, 

Representative Cooper, republican, 
Ohio, in submitting the committee's 
report, said the principles embodied 
in the bill were supported in the re- 
publican and democratic 1924 plat- 
forms, and in messages to congress by 
President Coolidge. 

“This bill is recommended for pas- 
sage,” the report said, “as both the 
most practical and advanced legisla- 
tion for the settlement of industrial 
controversies that has been presented 
for the consideration of congress. 

“The principal point impressed up- 
on the committee during the hearings 


| was the desirability of giv ing the man- 


agers and employees of this most im- 
portant national industry the aid and 
cooperation of the legislative, execu- 
tive and jndicial power of the govern- 
ment in the settlement of industrial 
controversies by the means. which 
practical men, who have devoted their 
lives to this industry, believe are best 
adapted to maintain satisfactory rela- 
tion®’ between employers and employ- 


PFS, 
Amendment Is Urged. 

An amendment designed “to pro- 
tect the public from bearing the bur- 
den of unwarranted expenditures” as 
a result of voluntary negotiations was 
urged in additional views presented to 
the house by Representative Hoch, re- 
publican, Kansas, who said this pro- 
posal had the support of seven other 
committee members of both parties, 

The amendment, which was de- 
feated in committee and will be of- 
fered in the house, would provide spe- 
cifically that no section of the meas- 
ure be interpreted to preclude the in- 
terstate commerce.commission from 
considering merits of any arbitration 
award affecting freight or passenger 
rates, 

“This would not allow the commis- 
sion to set aside a settlement,” said 
Mr. Hoch, “but would empower the 
commission to protect the interests of 
the public.” 

Leaders of both parties in the house 
and senate have expressed themselves 
in favor of speedy congressional ac- 
tion on the measure, which would be- 
come effective immiediately when sign- 
ed by the president. 

One of the amendments to the meas- 
ure, approved by the committee, 
would grant 50 days’ pay to efficials 
and employees: of the present railway 
labor board after enactment of the 


bill.
